WFA PROHIBITS 
WINE MAKING; 
FRUIT NEEDED 


Harrisburg, Aug. 3 (AF)—-Penn­ 
sylvanians who like to fill a corner 
of the cellar with home-made wine 
will have to mark up that activity 
as another homefront casualty—the 
War Food Administration says tile 
fruit Is needed as food. 
Use of 25 kinds of fruit and berries 
to make alcoholic products at home 
was banned yesterday by the food 
distribution administration in Penn­ 
sylvania on orders of the federal 
agency. 
Robert/M. J. Matteson, assistant 
FUA state supervisor, listed the 
principal fruits and berries affected 
as 
apples, 
apricots, 
blackberries, 
blueberries, concord grapes, cherries, 
currants, elderberries, huckleberries, 
peaches, pears, plums and raspber­ 
ries 
IrnlPM It Hpnll* 
An exception to tile regulation will 
be made if fruit or berries would 
spoil unless converted into alco­ 
holic beverages. 
In that event, 
growers must convince county War 
Boards they have made reasonable 
attempts to sell the goods for food. 
The ban is another blow to those 
already affected by dwindling sup­ 
plies of wines and other alcoholic 
beverages in state liquor stores. The 
Liquor Control Board said wine pro­ 
duction is dropping steadily with 
resultant empty spots on shelves in 
state stores. 
Home manufacture of wine has 
been legal in quantities under 200 
gallons per season but only if the 
wine is consumed by the maker, his 
family or friends.
